Despite the fact that the correc- 
tion of any over-valuation in motor 
stocks began several weeks ago and 
prices had apparently reached a con- 
servative basis, this was not taken 
into consideration when the tre- 
mendous wave of selling struck the 
markets on Wednesday and Thurs- 
jay and the motor shares went 
down with the rest 

Business conditions in general, 
and in the automotive industry in 
particular, certainly do not justify 
the great “break” in stock market 
values, and the experts in Wall 
Street agree that it came not 
from lack of prosperity but from 
conditions within the stock mar- 
ket commanity itself. No one at 
this point denies that the prices 
of many stocks soared to levels not 
justified by the earning power be- 
hind them. This was brought on 
by «a fever of speculation. 

Chis fever suddenly turned into a 
chill, and with it came a fear that 
caused holders of stocks at these 
high prices to sacrifice them at any 
figure. Naturally the quotations in 
many instances dropped below real 
values, and no one now denies that 
many stocks are selling too low

Washington Bureau 
ASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Al-

Registrations for First 
Nine Months Exceed 
1928 Totals 


[NDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 25.— 
Further seasonal declines in 
new passenger automobile regis- 
trations took place in Indiana 
during the month of September, 
according to figures just released 
for the entire state. 

Sales for September, 
shows, totaled 9,577, compared with 
11,499 in August, the drop last 
month being much less pronounced 
than that of August from July, 
September's falling off totaling only 
1,922 cars, while August's drop ex- 
ceeded 4,500 

September registrations represent- 
ed nearly a thousand car gain over 
the same month of last vear, when 
8,581 cars were delivered the 
state This, however does not 
represent the general trend. Ford's 
gain alone more than equaling 
increase over last year’s business. A 
number of others also made sub 
stantial progress over their 1928 
efforts, Chevrolet being particularly 
well situated with 2,003 cars 
this year, against 1,631 last year, a 
gain for the month of 372. Ford 
figures were 3.450 in September thi 
year and 2.136 a year ago 

Both the leaders. which have held 
first and second place throughout 
the year in Indiana ales, showed 
considerable falling off from August 
their combined losses taking care 
of one-half of September's loss 
Ford in August delivered 3.977 cars 
and Chevrolet 2.440 

Local automotive authorities see 
nothing unusual! in the recessions, 
attributing the trend simply to 
normal fall conditions, when the 
expectancy of new models to be 
ferthcoming within the next two 
or three months and the closing 
of the touring season natur’ lly 
reflect a diminishing demand for 
motor cars.

Here is the greatest manufacturing industry in the world. 

Its 
vehicle production has already surpassed that of the whole 
of 1928. And yet in the present cyclone of selling automo- 
tive stocks consistently have been carried down to new 
low levels. It is no uncommon experience to find auto- 
motive stocks on the list at the present moment which 
will return 10 and 12 per cent. at the prices now ruling. 
And this is for stocks in companies which are acknowl- 
edgedly well managed with profit prospects that would 
make them a satisfactory investment at an earning ratio 
of 5 to 6 per cent. 

Economists will explain the present fury of unloading 
that stock prices are being readjusted to levels in 
present earning powers of the companies, | 
discounting future prosperity. But this 
not give any actual reason for this sudden 
lunacy of unloading, which has cost the smal] investors of | 
America billions of dollars. Commentators agree that the 
general condition of the country is excellent. The usual signs 
of business panic and depression are entirely missing. The 
abysmal drop seems to have been confined to the stock 
market alone. Apparently we can only ride the wave of 
prosperity just so far. Then we simply cannot believe our 
luck, become panicky over imaginary evil and begin unload- 
ing securities that are perfectly safe. The net result 
panic headlines in the papers and a scrambling to get 
from under until prices have been driven low 
investors come into the market to repair the damage 
speculators have done. 

There is scarcely an automotive stock at the prices 
that prevail today which is not a princely buy. The indus- 
try was never more prosperous and prospects were 
never better.

Most of the world is out of 
step, except Britain, New Zealand and Argentina. 

As a matter of fact, driving on the right-hand side is} 
more nearly an automatic gesture than turning to the left. 
Most humans are right handed and the tendency is to favor 
the most useful side. In the beginning of motoring a great 
many countries used the left-hand driving custom, but almost 
all these have changed and there is a movement in Argen- 
tina to shift over to the right. Perhaps we are not as 
“wrong” as the British editor thinks.

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NALYSIS of the sales of one 
: jobber shows the following 
remarkable condition: Forty per 


cent. of his customers bought less 
than $50 of goods from him a 
year, 21 per cent. bought between 
$50 and $100, 25 per cent. between 
$100 and $250, 10 per cent be- 
tween $250 and $500 and only 4 
per cent. bought over $500 worth 
a year. Thirty-four per cent. of 
all orders were under $15 and 
only 3.4 per cent. exceeded $100. 


This jobber is virtually doing a 
retail business, even though he is 
confining his sales exclusively to 
the retailers. He is doing so be- 


cause his customers scatter their 
purchases to such a degree that they 
never buy enough from him to make 
their business worth while, except 
in the case of the 4 per cent., who 
buy over $500 worth of goods a year. 

Both the jobbers and _ retailers 
have a hard time making ends meet 


because of the condition that has 
been brought about by scattered 
purchases. Much the same condi- 


tion exists in the automotive busi- 
ness in all cities. No retailer can 
make money when he spends so 
much time shopping around that he 
has little time left for the selling 
job and scatters his purchases 
among so many jobbers that what 
he buys from each results in a loss 


, to the jobber rather than a profit. 


No jobber should be asked to 
retail to the retailer. If he is, he 
may find it more profitable in the 
long run to give up jobbing al- 
together and confine his selling to 
retailing. This is exactly what 
some jobbing houses have done.

‘DISPLAY OF STOCK 
IN MERCHANDISING 


Arrangement Big Aid 
In Sales, This Job- 
ber Finds 


A GLANCE into the store of the 


Auto Parts Company, Fort 
Collins, Col., discloses something 
different in the manner of ar- 


ranging the stock of parts and the 
accessories that the company car- 
ries. The layout permits the 
visitor to see nearly all the stock 
that the company carries. Instead 
of having the sales counter across 
the front of the store as a barrier 
to prevent the customer walking 
right through, it is placed at the 
very back in order to encourage 
the customer to come all the way 
in and see all the merchandise 
in the store. 

As can be seen in the accompany- 
ing diagram, the proprietors—R. A. 
and B. H. Keagy—have taken ad- 
vantage of the angle of view pos- 
sessed by the average person. 

No effort is made to restrict this 
view, as it is in the case of some 
parts jobbing establishments where 
the shelving is run lengthwise and 
permits the customer a view only 
of the butt-end, thus concealing 
everything on the shelves. In these 
arrangements, too, the customer ts 
usually halted just inside the store 
by the counter which is spread 
across the ends of the shelves and 
makes a barrier against further 
progress 
' In the Auto Parts establishment, 
the door is exactly in the center of 
the front. The customer, on en- 
tering, has an angle of view of 
about 120 degrees—60 degrees on 
each side of the straight line of 
vision. But it is natural for the 
visitor to turn his glance to the 
right, then turn his steps to the 
right and proceed down the right- 
hand side of the store. 

In this store, the department 
of miscellaneous merchandise is 
located on the right, and thus the 
customer sees this first. 


average 

This is the merchandise he did 
NOT come to purchase; he came 
for replacement parts, piston 
rings, gears and the like. 

The miscellaneous merchandise 
receives his attention first. and 


while he is giving his order, with the 
result that as often as not he sees 
something in the display which he 
thinks he can use; that means at 
least two sales instead of one, some- 
times a great many more than that! 

Replacement parts are carried on 
the left-hand side of the store. 

In the center and near the 
front is the bargain table. It is 
the first thing the incoming 
customer sees before his gaze turns 
to the right. 

The idea is to draw the visitor to 
the rear of the store and that is 
why the wrapping counter is placed 
there, for the customer will auto- 
matically follow the clerk there to 
get his package. As he wanders to- 
ward this counter, he has an excel- 
lent opportunity to look over other 
merchandise which is on oven dis- 
play all along his line of march. 

Behind the customer's line 
vision as he enters the store 
two corners, which might be con- 
sidered dead corners. except when 
the customer was leaving. when he 
would be almost sure to see what- 
ever was on display there. To off- 
set this condition, a piece of shop 
equipment has been set up in each 
of these corners; one is a brake- 
lining machine and the other a pis- 
ton grinder. Both machines are be- 
ing used 

The activities of the workmen at 
both these machines give life to 
these corners and attract attention 
to the equipment 

These pieces of equipment serve 
also as window displays and peorle 
on the street may watch the me- 
chanical operations through the 
slass. This is excellent advertising 
for the house and proclaims the 
fact that here shop equipment may 
be bought, or shop work done, for 
many of those passers-by are me- 
chanics or garage men 

Attention is thus called to the 
store, its merchandise and its serv-
